of Chinkiang. In this section little or no 
rice could be raised except with the most 
favourable season, on account: of the sasr- 
city of water. Wheat isthe staple crop. 
The country bas never recovered from the 
ravages of the Tsipings. Half-ruined 
villages confront oue at every turn, What 
bas become of the teeming multitudes that 
once inhabited them? We asked at ons 
place why they did not tear down some of 
these old walls and.use the fine bricks to 
build new houses. ‘That woald spoil the 
fungshut of the place,’ was the reply. To 
a foreigner’s eve, it would be improved by 
having tlie fungshus spoiled. | 

Tho section would be a peradise for e 
sportaman. About 16 li from tho South 
Gate we passed: what might well be named 
Wild Goose Valley, For overy winter the 
goene frequent this valley by the thousand. 
The year beforo last I was out with somo 
friends shooting. I got separated from 
the resi and wandered into this valley. 
Thera were geese to the right of me, 
geese to the left of mo, gecsa in front 
of mo quacking and chattering... I was 
armed:.with an -old ‘musket such as. the 
Chinese, soldiers carry, avd as I had.on a 
long ovarcoat.I suppose the geese took me 
fore Chinaman. Atany rate they let me 
walk right amieng them, ‘Chere was 9 flock 
of ‘about 20t6 my left abort 15 yards off, 
and a flock of 30 or more about 25 yards 
to the right.

THE RIOT AT IOHANG, 
(W.-C. Daily News Correspondent.) 
: “.. Nov. 40. 

In my last I endeavoured to show that 
the Ichang volcano of foreign projudies and 
hato was not yot extinet. Sinca then we 
Ayre bed further indications of its renewed 
agtivity in the form of small discharges of 
froth and lava which plainly show that a 
buret of lame and ashos may envelop us at 
any moment. : 

‘wtune aeems t# Have favoured the 
tuulcontents by. placing in thoir hands ‘an: 
instrament wherewith to work their designs. 
A certain foreigner recently contracted with 
a Chinaman to build him four tenement 
house and~thea departed the place. ‘The 
Colestial has falfilled the contract, but, un- 
fortunately one‘of his workmen, at the last 
moment, partly despoiled a grave io search 
of earth’ for’ the finiehing touch to. the 
houses, The grave ia old, the earth removed 
Was riot much, bat was just sniflciont a 
handle ‘for a wily old woman who had 
watched the uprising of the tenements with. 
great solicitudes aad enmity of aoul. That 
Braye contained the bones of her ancestors, 
no matter how romote; and: had now been 
desecrated and its anoient soil used in the 
cunstruotion of a foreigner’s house, Such 
an upportunity was not to be lust, ao arming 
herself with a gong she paraded the streats, 
banged it, and mnnounced to all. her 
cuuntrymen, that would listen, the outrage 
that hed been perpetrated by - foreign 
ageute, 

The Uritish Conaul protested te the sn~ 
thoritios against. this etitring up of animo- 
silty, and the affair was investigated and 
found tu be considerably exaggerated ;' 90 
the old lady was warmed as to her 
future behaviour. This-‘was about a fort- 
night age. Sines that she appears to have 
stayed at-home until the 26th, when a re- 
petition of gong and voice assembled a crowd 
outside the houses, and they omused. them- 
selves hy throwing stones at the buildings, 
one being new inhabited by. the Consul’s 
constable, Soldiers ‘vere. sent.for and the 
Taob dispersed... Note, soldiers were actually 
obtainable. The Consul’s representations 
were also sufficiently etrong fo get the oity 
plocarded the following day with notices to 
the -effeot that as the forcignore wers here 
by treaty right, any.one interfering with 
them would be arrested and punished, 
very strovg measure indeed this, for Chinese 
officials. : : - x 

_ Accordingly, the noxt day thaliaw-abiding 
citizens within the: walle, to show they 
believed these documents sapcoryphal, or 
how much thay respected such proclamations 
if they were genuine, replied by mobbing 
Mr. Cockburn, the bead of the Presbyterian 
Mission here, whose duty calls him to the 
city.each day, Firot they started with sooif 
find jeer, but increasing in numbers follow- 
ed him out of the city gate and pelted him 
with mud aad. stones, through the streets 
into his own compound and continued their 
brutal vonduct right up through his grounds 
to the very door of bis house, within twenty 
ynrds of the Consnlate, This was on Sun- 
day, the 27th. ° : 3 

The following day the old wontan-ap- 
pasted with her gong again and paraded the 
streets with her old story, happily without 
any further wiscbief. Jt is genernily be- 
lieved now that the old dame is being rua 
by n.city syndicate who hope to get-an cx- 
tortionate price far the land, which she now 
offers to'sel!, and then * aqueezo’ her for the 
lion's share of the epoil. ee 

On the 29th, the -voico and gong of the 
charmer, ware used to. better purpose; and 
the vehemence and exaggeration had ‘been 
Sufticieply. iioreased not nly to gather a 
mab, but to-fire them: to action, After 
the firet acsault-on the houses. by the mob, 
workmen were employed to put.up a high 
and formidable fence, a0 as te enclose and 
protect the front verandah. ‘The wailings 
and shadows of troth, the false images and 
fiotitiotis realities, conjured up hy the 
hysterical lady were however, snificicnt to 
iuepire the crowd with a patriotism that, 
laying hold of theix souls, urged them to 
bully and threaten their Chinese country. 
men, the workmen and eventually order 
them (udiscuntious their Inbours, or pursue 
it ot theie peril. . Needless to say the work 
was promptly stopped.. The mab, having 
succeeded thus far, was eufficiently en« 
couraged to go a atep farther and pull dowa 
that which. had already been erected. No 
sooner auggested: then done; and tha pal- 
ings lay flat on the ground, a minute later. 
By this tima a red embroidered soldier or 
two arrived in the vicinity and the mob dis. 
persed, -“fhese things are done aa quickly 
asafiush in the pan and their domisile is 
woefully hard to acticipate; to-day hera, 
to-morrow there, befiling in their nacer-

To-day a larger detachment: of soldiers

were moored in line along the front. 
During the day a strong posse of soldiers 
held- the bund and Kept it’ fairly clear;

Thi, then, is the welcome Acoorded totha 
new Geusral at Ichang and two’ foraign 
ladies, who, I hear,’ arrived  tiy' the bate 
stesmiér to take “up o permanent. reaidenca 
here. We now await future developments, 
but meantime the plucky. fellows of tha 
Customs staff bers deserve high praisa ; first 
‘for their great forbearance before, they 
setually started; secondly for preserving the 
property of.their employers from wreck; and 
thirdiy for the aplendid way. in which they 
commenced: business. Some of the Customs 
Chinese bostmen ‘also tought like niggers; 
and their conduct deserves to ba recorded, 
The captured leader hos been handed over 
to the city authorities; he sdmits he isa 
student. beset 

Mr'Everaed, the British Consul, has acted 
throughout a very trying.week ina vigorous 
manner, and with the help of Captain
